Twenty-Four Winnipeg Eatonians Receive Diplomas 

Successfully Complete the Footwear Institute of Canada Course in 
Shoe Salesmanship 

Twenty-four members of the selling staffs of our various Shoe Depart¬ 
ments have received diplomas for the work they have done on a course on 
shoe salesmanship over the past six months. The course, consisting of 12 
separate lessons and including drawings, photographs and samples of ma¬ 
terials, was originated and prepared by “Leather World,” a Canadian foot¬ 
wear trade publication. The lessons were designed to provide shoe salesmen 
with the most complete information possible about footwear materials, 
construction, style and sales presentation. 

Each lesson was followed by a set of test papers which had to be answered' 
by the student and sent to the Footwear Institute, which then graded them 
and sent the results to the students. In order to be eligible to write the final 
exam for the diploma, a student must have completed all the lessons and 
attained an average of 85 per cent on his test papers. This, in itself then, is 
quite an accomplishment, for all the study material makes a manual of 
8 y 2 by 11 inches and 1 y 2 inches thick. A mark of 85 per cent also had to 
be obtained on the final examination in order to qualify for the diploma. The 
average mark attained by the group was 91.5, well over the required per¬ 
centage. 

To those who completed the course and were awarded diplomas, we offer 
our double congratulations.
